FATAL FU M ES 

Toilet cleaning chemical blunder nearly killed pub worker 


A pub worker cleaning a 
urinal almost succumbed to 
fatally toxic fumes after he 
unwittingly created a mix¬ 
ture used in chemical war¬ 
fare during WW1. 

Jason Smith, assistant 
manager at the Leg of Mut¬ 
ton and Cauliflower, 
Ashtead, said he had no 
idea pouring descaler then 
bleach down the urinal 
would result in poisonous 
chlorine gas. 

Mr Smith said: “The 
chemicals combined and 
started pumping out toxic 
vapour. When I saw vapour 
coming out I left because I 
knew it was not very good.” 

But Mr Smith said he then 
decided to go back inside 
the pub toilet in order to

wedge open the door and let 
fresh air inside. 

He said: “When I bent 
down close to the ground, 
my eyes were stinging, my 
lungs were burning and I 
nearly passed out.” 

Fighting back the fumes 
he swiftly evacuated the 
pub and rang NHS Direct 
and 101 to get advice. 

He said: “I realised what 
was happening very quick¬ 
ly and sealed off the sec¬ 
tion. I was about to go in 
there with a bucket of 
water when the fire brigade 
turned up. They took in a 
giant fan to blow the 
vapours away.” 


Epsom firefighters who 
attended the incident at 
3.30pm on Saturday said Mr 
Smith was lucky to escape 
the toilet still conscious. 

Crew manager Jon Ben¬ 
nett said: “He thought he 
was doing the right thing 
pouring the bleach and 
descaler in the toilet. If he 
had stayed in there we 
would have been carrying 
him out rather than him 
stumbling out.” 

Descaling agents can 
sometimes include hy¬ 
drochloric acid, which, if 
mixed with bleach can cre¬ 
ate chlorine gas, a very 
toxic substance used to kill 
thousands during World 
War 1. 

Mr Smith, who still had

chest pains three days later, 
said he was left feeling 
“pretty stupid” for only 
leaving about five minutes 
between pouring in the 
descaler then the bleach. 

He said: “I knew from 
household chemicals you 
could create mustard gas, 
but I didn’t realise it was 


the combination I had in 
my hands at the time.” 

Roger Bibbings, occupa¬ 
tional safety adviser at the 
Royal Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Accidents 
(RoSPA), said: “It is impor¬ 
tant to read materials’ haz¬ 
ard data sheets and the 
labels on the backs of clean¬ 
ing products, which should 
detail clear instructions for 
safe use. 

“Many cleaning sub¬ 
stances are hazardous and 
if handled incorrectly, they 
can cause irritation, in¬ 
flammation or chemical 
burns. Mixing chemical 
products together is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous and can 
produce toxic vapours such 
as chlorine.”

A struggling shopkeeper be¬ 
lieves his convenience store 
will be forced to shut unless 
urgent action is taken to ease 
the effects of the new resi¬ 
dents’ parking zone in Epsom. 

Paresh Patel, 56, the owner 
of the Mini Store in Church 
Road, Epsom, on which resi¬ 
dents’ parking has not been 
introduced as it was in other 
roads in the town centre in 
June, said he is no longer at¬ 
tracting any passing trade be¬ 
cause commuters now park in 
all four parking spaces out¬ 
side his shop, all day long. 

Mr Patel, owner of the shop 
for 21 years, said Surrey 
County Council (SCC) has 
agreed to paint parking bays 
with 20-minute restrictions on 
them outside the shop for his 
customers to use, but has not 
given a date as to when this 
will be implemented. 

He said: “There are more 
people here in the morning 
looking for spaces now, 


The fire station said the 
likely cause of the fire was 
decorators using stripping 
paint.

The Ibis posted: “If you 
have a local bookshop sup¬ 
port it, support your com¬ 
munity or there will not be 
one. Believe me you will 
miss it when it’s gone.” 

Linzi Rayment, from 
Freckle Bay, a children’s 
clothes and toy shop on the

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Companies to join forces to 
become housing behemoth

An organisation that owns most of 
Epsom’s social housing could soon join 
another housing association to help 
create one of the UK’s biggest housing 
groups. 

Rosebery Housing Association, which 
manages about 2,500 properties, pre¬ 
dominately in Epsom and Ewell, in¬ 
tends to merge with Raglan Housing. 

Both boards have agreed in principle 
that Rosebery would become a sub¬ 
sidiary of Raglan, which owns and 
manages five times as many homes 
across nearly 100 local authorities. 

The deciscion is expected in October 

If a separate deal goes ahead between 
Raglan and Jephson Housing Associa¬ 
tion Group, it would make the housing 
group one of the largest in the UK. 

Rosebery chief executive, Deborah 
Pike, said: “We believe this could bring 
significant benefits for residents in¬ 
cluding helping us provide much-need¬ 
ed affordable homes in the area, 
investment in your neighbourhoods, in¬ 
creased choice and mobility, excellent 
service standards and better value for 
money.” 

Epsom Council transferred its council 
housing stock to Rosebery in 1994. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, chairman of 
the strategy and resources committee, 
said: “It could be good news if Raglan 
gives more money for investing in so¬ 
cial housing and supports them better. 

“It could be bad news if it dictates

what is happening and move residents 
out. 

“It is ‘wait and see’ at the moment.” 

Coun Dallen said Rosebery would 
keep providing the same services and 
tenants might get greater choice if they 
wanted to move elsewhere. 

He said: “I see no cause for concern or 
panic.” 

Councillor Sheila Carlson, who used 
to be on Rosebery’s board, said: “It 
could mean more money would be put 
into actually looking at tenants being 


better treated, getting things done and 
maintenance of properties. 

“If that is going to go forward, then 
from the point of view of tenants it is 
good.” 

But she said Raglan could just act as a 
distant landlord in order to enhance its 
portfolio without bringing benefits to 
tenants. 

She said: “It remains to be seen what 
sort of company Raglan is and how it is 
going to treat its outpost.” 

Besides Epsom, Rosebery has some 
homes in Mole Valley, Reigate and 
Banstead and surrounding areas, 
while Raglan covers swathes across 
the Midlands and the South of 
England. 

A Rosebery spokeswoman said: “The 
intention is to create an outstanding 
business that can build more homes 
and which offers improved benefits for 
both residents and staff.” 

She said it was proposed that within 
18 months of a decision, assets would be 
transferred to become part of a single 
group. 

She said: “As housing associations are 
not-for-profit organisations, there is no 
‘buying’ of Rosebery, it will keep the 
name, the assets would remain within 
the subsidiary and Rosebery will keep a 
base in Epsom. 

“It does mean Raglan’s board will be 
involved in decisions about the way 
Rosebery is run.”

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Woman cautioned for 
making up sex attack 


Opening hours extension 
rejected due to nuisance

An application by a town cen¬ 
tre nightclub to stay open until 
3.30am on weekdays has been 
refused by councillors follow¬ 
ing concerns about public nui¬ 
sance and disorder. 

Boogie Lounge, in Waterloo 
Road, Epsom, is open from 
10am to 2.30am, Monday to 
Saturday, and 10am to 1.30am 
on Sundays. It has a licence to 
supply alcohol from 10am to 
2am, Monday to Saturday and 
noon to lam on Sundays. 

The nightclub applied to ex¬ 
tend the opening times to 
3.30am, Thursday to Friday, 
and change them to noon to 
2.30am on Sundays, with a li¬ 
cence to supply alcohol from 
10am to 3am, Thursday to Fri¬ 
day, and from noon to 2am on 
Sundays. 

But this was refused by 
Epsom Council’s licensing 
hearing sub-committee on 
Wednesday, July 31, to the 
agreement of residents who 
said they were woken up by 
noisy revellers leaving the 
venue in the early hours. 

Waterloo Road is in the red 
zone of the borough’s 
zoning policy, which specifies 


different criteria for clubs and 
bars applying for new licences, 
or major variations, depend¬ 
ing on whether they are in the 
red, amber or green zone. 

In the red zone, licences be¬ 
yond lam can only be applied 
for if venues can show 
they would not add to the 


“cumulative effect for the area”. 

Boogie Lounge’s application 
was the first challenge to the 
zoning policy since it was in¬ 
troduced last year. 

Surrey Police opposed the 
extension, citing 54 incidents 
at Boogie Lounge in the past 
year - 34 of which were public 


order incidents outside the 
club. 

It stated: “The measures to 
ensure the extension does not 
add to the cumulative effect of 
the town centre red zone are 
insufficient.” 

Councillor Rob Geleit, com¬ 
mittee chairman, said: “This 
was an emotive application 
taking into consideration the 
needs of business and con¬ 
cerns of residents and public 
nuisance.” 

Boogie Lounge, which start¬ 
ed an online petition for the 
change, stated in its applica¬ 
tion: “With the current eco¬ 
nomic climate and facing 
strong competition it is impor¬ 
tant for Boogie Lounge to sus¬ 
tain its business.” 

It said an upgraded CCTV 
system, signs asking people to 
leave the club quietly, and a 
dispersal policy restricting 
large gatherings outside the 
club were among the mea¬ 
sures it already took. 

Tony Axelrod of Hudson 
House, off Waterloo Road, 
said the decision was 
“proportionate”. 

He said: “Long dispersal 
times are the problem. 

“The noise carries on for an 
hour after closing times.” 


An 18-year-old woman who 
falsely claimed she had 
been seriously sexually as¬ 
saulted in Ewell has been 
cautioned for wasting po¬ 
lice time. 

Police units were called 
to the Cox Lane area of 
Ewell at 6.45am on Sunday, 
June 30, after the woman, 
from London, was found in 
a distressed state and 
claimed she had been the 
victim of a serious assault. 

Specialist officers sup¬ 
ported the woman through¬ 
out the day before she 
admitted making up the al¬ 
legation later that evening. 

Detective Inspector 
Antony Archibald said: 
“Surrey Police takes all al¬ 
legations of this nature ex¬ 
tremely seriously and it is

More than 15,000 amateur cyclists 
finished the Ride London Surrey 
100 on Sunday, making it the 
biggest cycling event ever held in 
the UK. 

Thousands of spectators lined 
the streets of Surrey inspiring the 
riders as they pedalled around the 
gruelling 100-mile circuit, which 
began at Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park and finished in the Mall. 

The riders passed through Box 
Hill village and Headley Heath, 
Leatherhead and through Cob- 
ham, before heading into London 
for the finish. 

The majority of the riders fin¬ 
ished within eight hours with win¬ 
ner Wladimiro D’Ascenzo, from 
Italy, completing the course a 
shade under four-and-a-quarter 
hours. 

Gil Townsend, 67, from Worces¬ 
ter Park, and his daughter Laura, 
31, from Clapham, completed the 
ride in 6 hours, 38 minutes, for the 
Children’s Trust, in Tadworth. 

Ms Townsend said she and her 
father were “keen cyclists” and 
had so far raised £1,100, and £900 
respectively. 

She said: “A lot of people were 
fighting their way up Leith Hill 
and Box Hill, very few people 
were walking it, which is what I 
expected.” 

Surrey County Council leader 
Councillor David Hodge said: 
“From Big Ben to Box Hill, this 
was an extraordinary spectacle. 

“It was wonderful to see cyclists 
young and old conquering climbs 
and winding their way through 
Surrey’s beautiful countryside, 
while being urged on by many 
thousands of people lining the 
road.”

Olympic cyclist Joanna Rowsell 
broke her collar bone as she marked 
the anniversary of her gold medal 
win. 

On Saturday, August 4,2012, former 
Nonsuch High pupil Rowsell, 24, and 
team-mates Dani King and Laura 
Trott set a new world record and won 
Olympic Gold in the Velodrome. 

A year later, while cycling for chari¬ 
ty in the Ride London festivities on 
Saturday, Rowsell crashed on the last 
lap of the elite women’s race around 
St James’s Park after some riders in 
front of her collided and one rider 
fell. 

She said: “It is just one of those 
things that can happen during racing. 
I went over the handle bars and land¬ 
ed heavily on my head and my left 
shoulder.” 

She was taken to St Thomas’s Hospi¬ 
tal, but has since returned home. She 
has an appointment with a specialist 
in Manchester and is due to have the 
operation today (Thursday) to put a 
plate in her collar bone. 

Despite her recent misfortune 
Rowsell, who lives in Cheam, has had 
an amazing year since her gold medal 
win. 

She said: “I can hardly believe a 
year has passed since the Olympics. 
So much has happened and still so 
many people are excited to meet me 
and see my gold medal whenever I go 
to events. 

“As an athlete it is natural to al¬ 
ways be looking forward towards the 
next target, but this week I have en¬ 
joyed looking back at my photos from 
the Games and it has brought all the 
memories flooding back.

“The most memorable thing I have 
done was going to Buckingham 
Palace to collect my MBE. 

“I am back training on the track 
now for the forthcoming season, 
which starts in September.

Bank revolution new 
to conservation area

A “banking revolution” will be 
coming to Epsom when the coun¬ 
try’s first new high street bank 
in 100 years moves into the his¬ 
toric market town. 

Metro Bank, launched in 2010, 
has 19 branches across London 
and the south-east, and is set to 
occupy the former the Card Fac¬ 
tory and Halifax bank unit on 
Epsom High Street. 

It will be open seven days a 
week, 362 days a year, and will 
offer 24-hour online and tele¬ 
phone banking. 

A spokeswoman for the bank 
said that there is no fixed open¬ 
ing date for its Epsom branch, 
but it will be “towards the end of 
this year or start of next year”. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, chair¬ 
man of Epsom Council’s strategy 
and resources committee, said 
the bank will have a “positive 


economic impact” on the town. 

He said: “Epsom being selected 
by Metro Bank validates the 
town as an attractive location for 
national retailers as it continues 
to grow and prosper.” 

The location of the building is 
within Epsom High Street’s con¬ 
servation area and was first 
recorded as a blacksmith’s forge 
in 1687. 


Councillor Graham Dudley, 
chairman of the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee said the loca¬ 
tion’s history meant “reconciling 
[it with] the Metro Bank’s dis¬ 
tinctive brand and visual appear¬ 
ance was never going to be 
easy” but the planning depart¬ 
ment “worked together to 
bring about an acceptable 
compromise”.

The restaurant credited with cre¬ 
ating Europe’s largest burger will 
open in Epsom this month. 

Blacks Burgers, a family-run 
restaurant and takeaway, will re¬ 
place the old Mae Ping Thai restau¬ 
rant, opposite Epsom station, in 
Waterloo Road, on August 20. 

The restaurant, which currently 
has its only branch in Purley, is fa¬ 
mous for the Beast - a burger con¬ 
sisting of 61b lOoz of beef, nine 
rashers of bacon, nine slices of 
cheese, three tomatoes, lettuce, 
three 30cm diameter slices of 
bread, lib of chips and a milk¬ 
shake, which customers can sign 
up to attempt to eat, alone, or in a 
group of four.

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Planned route 'not suited 
to inexperienced cyclists’

Cyclists have raised concerns a 
planned cycle path along the 
A24 would not be suitable for 
people on bikes. 

Surrey County Council has 
secured nearly £600,000 from 
the Department of Transport 
to help build the route from 
Leatherhead to Ashtead. 

The council is providing a 
further £255,000 towards the 
scheme and seeking views on 
the path along Epsom Road, 
across the Knoll Roundabout 
and the M25 overbridge then 
down the A24 into Ashtead. 

Jamie Chisholm, owner of 
Bike Beans Cycle Cafe, in 
Ashtead, is concerned the pro¬ 
posed route did not link 
schools and ended in “no 
man’s land” in Ashtead. 

He said cycle paths should 
cater for less competent cy¬ 
clists including children and 


older people, suggesting an al¬ 
ternative route, along Linden 
Pitt Path. 

He said: “I hope it does not 
become a white elephant. 

“I am keen not to just poke 
holes in the route, but to make 


the most of it and do every¬ 
thing we can to get more peo¬ 
ple on bikes and cycling.” 

Mole Valley Council 
leader and Ashtead County 
Councillor Chris Townsend 
said the route was perfect for 


inexperienced cyclists. 

He said: “In my view it is a 
positive move. 

“It has to be remembered the 
cycle path is being created for 
people going shopping and 
mums taking children to 
school, not for lycra bikers.” 

Coun Townsend added there 
would be significant improve¬ 
ments to the junction near 
Downsend School and a cross¬ 
ing would be put in at Knoll 
Roundabout. 

Of cycling by the A24, he 
said: “You are away from the 
road and you would be going 
against the traffic.” 

County Councillor Tim Hall, 
who represents Leatherhead 
and Fetcham East, said going 
along the A24 should be fine as 
long as the path was wide 
enough and not in the road.

Croydon 
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MP fears ‘bloody civil 
war’ after Egypt visit 



Crispin Blunt: Described situation in Cairo as ‘tense’

Banstead’s MP feared imminent 
“catastrophe” last week after see¬ 
ing the reality on the ground in 
Cairo where tens of thousands of 
protesters remain in the streets. 

MP Crispin Blunt arrived back 
in the UK on Thursday after 
meeting leaders on both sides, 
supporters of the ousted presi¬ 
dent who were massed around a 
mosque and a doctor who had 
treated dead and wounded. 

Unrest has gripped Egypt since 
the military overthrew President 
Mohamed Morsi on July 3, with 
those loyal to the former presi¬ 
dent and Muslim Brotherhood 
now continuing sit-ins despite 
deadly clashes with security 
forces. 

This week in the Guardian 
newspaper Mr Blunt wrote: “On 
Friday morning the anticipated 
bloody suppression of the pro- 
Morsi demonstrations had not 
materialised. 

“I believe the combined weight 
of US and EU opinion, trenchant¬ 
ly delivered to the Egyptian mili¬ 
tary, helped stay their hand. 

“However, all the ingredients 
for a bloody civil war remain. 
This disaster has been delayed, 
not averted.” 

On Friday MP Blunt described 
the situation in Cairo as “tense”, 


saying: “You have got tens of 
thousands of people prepared to 
die for their political rights.” 

Mr Blunt said there was a “des¬ 
perate need” to resolve the crisis 
and make sure political Islamists 
have a place and a say in Egyp¬ 
tian democracy. 

He said: “The objective has got 
to be to get politicial Islamists to 
express feelings in the frame¬ 
work of democracy.” 

He said his old friend and for¬ 
mer constituent Nael Farargy, 
who used to live in Kingswood, 
invited him to Egypt after the 


overthrow of President Morsi. 

Mr Blunt, former chairman of 
the Conservative Middle East 
Council, said: “I went to see lead¬ 
ers of both sides in the Egyptian 
drama.” 

Parliament’s Register of Mem¬ 
bers’ Interests stated that Mr 
Farargy funded the first of Mr 
Blunt’s two recent trips. 

The first visit took place be¬ 
tween July 9 and July 12 with the 
register describing the purpose 
being to meet key figures and to 
assess the “Egyptian political 
crisis”. 


Goose gets hook 
caught in throat 

A distressed Canada goose was hospi¬ 
talised after swallowing a fish hook last 
week. 

Epsom Council’s rangers were alerted 
by concerned members of the public 
that the gander was in peril on the Stew 
Pond on Epsom Common, where it had 
become tangled in a discarded fishing 
line. 

The rangers enticed the gander, and 
the rest of the gaggle, with bread and 
caught it. 

After cutting the bird free, it was 
taken to the Wildlife Aid Foundation’s 
veterinary hospital, in Leatherhead. 

The gander received treatment for a 
bleeding mouth, caused by a fish hook 
becoming lodged deeply in the bird’s 
throat. 

The gander was returned to the pond 
the next day. 

Simon Cowell, the foundation’s 
founder, said: “Fishing hooks stuck in¬ 
side the beaks and the throats of geese 
and ducks is not uncommon and a re¬ 
minder that the biggest danger faced by 
wildlife is from man.”

But a second application with 
a much-expanded range of 
public health services, in the 
bank’s old premises, was ap¬ 
proved in April this year. 

Mole Valley Councillor Chris 
Townsend cut the ribbon and 
formally declared the pharma¬ 
cy open.

If people feel 
dislocated or don’t have that 
sense of community then 
what the church can offer is 
friendship.” 

She said people tended to

move to Epsom only when 
they had made enough money 
to buy here and bring up chil¬ 
dren near decent schools and 
green spaces. 

She said: “There are not a lot 
of people in their 20s. 

“We do have a bit of a miss¬ 
ing generation.” 

Ms Donovan, who is the 
mayor’s chaplain this year, 
said people quite often use the 
church as a safety net to catch 


them during times of trouble. 

She said: “How many people 
say ‘Oh my God’ in a crisis. It 
is a privilege that you can be 
there for people when they 
have an ‘Oh my God’ moment. 

“We are aware of this dislo¬ 
cation and loneliness in soci¬ 
ety and that often causes 
isolation and feelings of 
depression. 

“As a church we are looking 
at how we can be there for peo¬ 
ple at a time of need and sup¬ 
port people in crisis.” 

Ms Donovan became vicar of 


the Church of England parish 
church in Christ Church Road 
in 2011 after being an associate 
vicar at a church in Moseley, 
Birmingham. 

She said the church is also 
trying to reach out to people 
living in new estates, such as 
Manor Park and Livingstone 
Park, built on the sites at the 
former Epsom cluster of psy¬ 
chiatric hospitals. 

She said a whole new com¬ 
munity was now developing. 

She said: “We are having to 
cast our net a bit wider.”

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A SLICE OF LAND 


I f you feel like you need a 
break from the hectic 
world of supermarkets 
and flown-in food, then why 
not sign up for an allotment? 

Leasing a plot of land from 
a private landlord or local 
authority gives you the 
chance to grow fresh fruit 
and veg and become part of a 
gardening community, writes 
Alice Foster. 

Joanna Vinall, 42, who 
joined Barnett Wood Lane 
Allotments near Leather- 
head 16 months ago, says: 
“There’s a big demand for al¬ 
lotments, they have all got 
long waiting lists. I was real¬ 
ly lucky I got one here.” 

She likes to grow unusual 
vegetables that supermar¬ 
kets do not stock 


such as dahlia yams and 
tomatillos, which are a staple 
of Mexican cuisine. 

She says: “I have a wild- 
flower mat that is attracting 
a lot of butterflies and bees 
at the moment.” 

The first task for a novice 
allotment holder is to clear 
away the weeds. A rotavator 
will chop up persistent 
weeds such as bindweed. 

The amount of sunshine, 
wind direction and type of 
soil will determine which 
plants will grow best and the 
allotment old guard will 
probably be happy to offer 
tips. 

Remember to beware of 
scavengers in both ani¬ 
mal and 


human form. 

Barnett Wood Lane Allot¬ 
ment holders say they have 
to guard their crops from 
badgers, who apparently like 
sweetcorn, and deer, who 
tend to go for lettuce and 
runner beans. 

The National Allotment So¬ 
ciety says an allotment is tra¬ 
ditionally measured in rods, 
an old measurement dating 
back to Anglo-Saxon times. 

The society says 10 rods is 
the accepted allotment size, 
which is the equivalent of 
250 sq m or the approxi¬ 
mate size of a 
doubles ten¬ 
nis court.

Upgrading kitchens still 
dominates the list of the most 
popular improvement you can 
make to a home.

“Undertaking a home 
renovation or extension not only 
helps to improve or increase your 
living space, but can add to the 
value of your property and your 
fixtures and fittings. For 
example, new kitchen cabinets 
and worktops are usually 
installed around a new cooker 
and other domestic appliances - 
increasing both the value of the 
property’s rebuilding costs and 
household contents. 

“So, whether you are planning 
an extension, installing a new 
kitchen or other major 
renovation, you should consult 
your home insurer before you 
start work so that you can review 
your sum insured.

5. Prohibit all vehicles travelling northwards in Victoria Way (A320) Woking, from making a right turn into the Peacocks Centre car 
park (save for emergency service vehicles, or anything done with the permission of the Police) 

6. Suspend the one way (north-east to south west) restriction as applies to that length of East Street, Farnham, as extends from its 
junction with Woolmead Road to its junction with South Street and Bear Lane, as imposed by The Urban District of Farnham (Bear 
Lane, East Street and Woolmead Road) (One-Way and Prohibition of Waiting) Order 1968; 

7. The Order is required to facilitate the holding of an on-road cycle race as part of the Tour of Britain series. Save as specified in 
this Notice, vehicular access to and from premises along the lengths of roads in the First Schedule to this Notice will not be permitted. 
The restrictions specified in paragraphs numbered 1 and 2 above will not apply to such pedal cycles or other vehicles being used in 
connection with the said race (including those used for traffic management purposes), or to anything done on the direction or with the 
permission of a police constable in uniform or a traffic marshal, or any sign placed by Surrey Police.

The temporary closure will take the form of a rolling closure for most of the route, commencing with the first 
vehicle of the convoy.

COLOURFUL UPGRADE 



Parking fees are 'a nice little 
earner' for councils, according 
to figures analysed by the RAC 
Foundation. 

In 2011-12, English councils 
had a total current account 
surplus of £565 million from 
their on and off street parking 
operations. 

This figure is a £54 million 
increase on the £511 million 
surplus seen in 2010-11. 

Even where huge 'profits' are 
absent, the picture is still 
largely one of surplus rather 
than deficit with just 52 (14 
per cent) of the 359 councils 
reporting negative numbers. 


And even after capital 
charges are taken into 
account, the combined surplus 
in 2011-12 was still £412 
million. 

The data comes from the 
annual returns that councils 
make to the Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

The authority with the 
biggest income is Westminster 
Council in London which made 
a surplus of £41.6 million in 
2011-12. Only Brighton and 
Hove, and Cornwall councils 
break into a top ten 
dominated by London 


authorities. 

The huge sums being made 
from local authority parking 
are revealed just days after a 
judge declared that Barnet 
Council had acted illegally in 
trying to set charges to raise 
general revenue, rather than 
as part of its traffic 
management plan. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, 
director of the RAC 
Foundation, said: "For many 
local authorities, parking 
charges are a nice little earner, 
especially in the capital. 


"The bottom line is that 
hundreds of millions of 
pounds are being contributed 
annually to council coffers 
through parking charges and 
the drivers who are paying 
them have a reasonable 
expectation to see the cash 
spent on improving the roads. 

"In fact it is enshrined in law 
that profits gained from on 
street charges and penalties 
must be ploughed back into a 
very limited number of things 
including maintaining the 
roads."
